LISTEN TO THE PEOPLE 
By this time It must be evident to Prcsl 
dent Roosevelt that he has mlsjudejyl the 
temper of the American people in thcTrnattcr 
of mandatory labor standards. This must bo 
a surprise to him. For years ho was on the 
popular aide of the wagcs-and-hours argu- 
ment. But now wo arc engaged In a desperate 
war, and sentiment has changed. 

This can bo disputed. Certain vociferous 
Clements In the ranks of organized labor still 
'UnsfsC unionism must not be aslced to yield 
one Jot or one tittle. But one need not travel 
far through the hinterland of the United 
States the vast non-metropolitan areas 
which really make up the nation— before he 
will be impressed that the public Is getting 
edgy. 

Betake yourself away from the few so- 
called "union towns." Go Into the. "greasy 
spoon" restaurants where men In overalls 
congl'egate— railroad workers, oil field hands, 
truckmen, factory employes. Hold your own 
tongue and listen. " 
You wUI hoar the 40-hour week, overtime 

• pay schedules, wage ceilings and work stop- 
pages discussed by tho very men thoy nffpct 
most closely. They won't be capitalists, em- 
ployers, foremen, antt-unlon fanatics. They 
will bo units taken at random from tho rank 
and file of the very wage-earning classes for 
whom the union leaders profess to speak, and 
whose Interests the President is seeking to 

. protect. 

And what ore those men In overalls, many 
with union cards In their pockets, saying? 

They say wages and hours aro important, 
but not enough to warrant slowing down mili- 
tary production. They arc shocked— or say 
they are — at the evidences of vital shortages 
that handler our military effort. 

These workmfen think— or say among them- 
selves that they do— that It Is scandalous for 
a nation fighting for Its existence to squabblo 
about a 40-hour work week: 

They go further. They argue It Is ridiculous 
to attempt to impose ceilings on prices with- 
out putting a roof above wages. "If I got the 
dough," says one typically and succinctly, 
"I'll find something to spend It for. If I can't 
buy a new car or a refrigerator, I'll spend it 
■ for something else. And prices will go up." 

It has been one of Franklin Roosevelt's 
great assets that for years he kept a short 
Jump ahead of public opinion — far enough 
to obtain credit for Innovations, but not so 
far as to die a prophet without honor in his 
. own generation. His pipelines to the Ameri- 
can mass mind appeared unerring. 

But this time the leader lags. The public 
Is ready to see literally everything subordin- 
ated to tho need for maximum war produc- 
tion. 

The time has coma for labor — and tho 
farmers, who have been equally misrepresent- 
ed by their spokesmen— to Join with the rest 
of the nation in sacrlllclng to beat the axis 
without destroying the American economy in 
the process.
